Species 1: The first invention (starting on pg 6, line 17) 

Species 2: The second invention (starting on pg 10, line 13) 

Species 3: The third invention (starting on pg 12, line 25) 

Species 4: The fourth invention (starting on pg 17, line 2) 

Species 5: The fifth invention (starting on pg 19 line 23) 
The species are independent or distinct because: 

Species 1 is being held as the base embodiment. 

Species 2 has an insertion opening in the housing not present in species 1. 

Species 3 has a signal changeover means mounted on a side plate not present in 
species 1 or 2. 

Species 4 has a first switch, first and second terminals and a first external output 
terminal not present in species 1-3. 

Species 5 has snap joining portions not present in species 1-4. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims appear to be generic.
